Demand For Cessation of 


Hostilities May Result In 
Peace With Bolshevists- 
British HoldOff. r 


T)orpat, Esthonia, Friday, .Dec. 12.—. 


Unless some tmforseeri development 
occurs, peace between 
Esthoniu and 
Soviet Russia probably will be an ac- 
complished fact in the very near, fu- 
ture. Despite denials there seemingly 
is no doubt that the object of the 'ne- 
gotiations which have been going on 
daily is not merely an armistice but 
has"in view a full peace along the gen- 
eral lines framed by the Bolsheviki. 
- 


The present intentions of th<i soviet 


seems to be to follow up the defeat of 
General Yudenitcli by making it impos- 
sible for him or any 
other military 


leader to organise a new campaign in 
Esthonian 
territory 
against 
Soviet 
Russia. For weeks the Bolsheviki have 
been concentrating troops on the Nar 
va front where - extremely heavy at- 
tacks now are in progress and the fear 
is not concealed that Esthonia may be 
occupied if that country refuses to con- 
clude peace. On the other hand the in- 
dications seem to be that powerful en- 
tente influences are operating to pre- 
vent a peace so that Esthonia, as a 
w.ell informed observer puts it, is be- 
tween the devil, in the" guise of the 
Bolsheviki. and the deep blue sea, with 
its, blockading squadron. Still another 
factor to which the Esthonian govern- 
ment is responsible is the pressure of 
public sentiment for a cessations of 
hostilities. 
• It is difficult-to ascertain the attitude 
of the allies toward the Dorpat confer 
.ence. especially of Great Britain, to 
which more than any other power. Es 
thonia looks for guidance. .The belief 
seems to prevail among observers here

Did Your Know- 


That the use of tea is said to have 
been introduced into China trom Corea 
about the 4th century of the Christian 
era? Its use extended to Japan about 
the 9th century. The flavor of Chinese 
tea is surpassed bjr none. The Chinese 
cultivate thfe tea plant chiefly on the 
southern slopes of the hills. A new 
plantation is made by sowing the seed 
in holes at proper distances. The first 
crop is obtained in the third year, when 
the shrub is by no means full grown. 
When about seven years old. it yields 
only a scanty crop of leaves, and is 
cut down, when new roots spring up 
from the root and bear fine leaves in 
abundance. This is repeated from time 
to time till the plant dies at about the 
age of thirty years. The leaves are 
dried in such a way as to induce many 
chemical changes in them, the result of

States can expect a normal fuel pro- 
duction. The precautionary measures 
enforced by national and state regula- 
tions cannot at once be cancelled.

WEALTH BONDS' POPULAR. 


The demand for the Health 
"Bonds which the National Tu- 
berculosis Association issued 
this year for the first time are 


meeting with a ready sale. The bonds 
are in graduated denominations, the 
smallest being for ?5. 
In the past 


some of the large business houses and 
other large contributors found it'diffi- 
cult to use up the number of Red 
Cross Seals their subscriptions called 
for. The bonds have been issued for 
the convenience of large subscribers 
and the proceeds of their sale will be 
used for the same purpose as the 
Christmas Seal funds—the financing 
of the 1920 effort to reduce the num- 
ber af deaths from tuberculosis in the 
United States 
Last year the disease 


claimed 150,000 lives. 
The health 


bonds can be obtained from state and 
local tuberculosis associations. 


with unseen powers, and their mut- 
terings were construed as prophecies 
and revelations of hidden things.

The seeds yielded by Its pods are 
dried, roasted and ground to powder, 
which is sometimes mixed with lime 
from calcined snail shell. 


Only recently has this tree been 


identified by Dr. W. E. Safford of the 
government plant 
bureau as 
the 


source of the snuff, the origin of which 
has hitherto 
been a- puzzle. The 


chemical properties of the drug are still 
unknown and so its intoxicating prin- 
ciple remains a mystery.
